To the Chairman and Members of 
the Barrowford Urban District Council. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present my Annual Report on the 
Health and Sanitary Circumstances of the Urban District of 
Barrowford, in respect of the year ending 31st December, 1964. 
The form and content are in accordance with the Ministry of 
Health Circular 1/65, dated i1th January, 1965. 


Unlike other districts in East Lancashire, the estimated 
populatien has increased once again, and stands higher than 
at the 1961 census. This is despite a natural decrease - an 
excess of deaths over births of 82 in the past four years. 


Thus movement into Barrowford continues, and is aided by 
your forward-looking housing policy of encouraging private 
building. In the five years 1960-1964, sixty-five houses were 
erected by private contractors. The town is ideally situated, 
on the very edge of the industrial belt, readily accessable to 
fine areas of countryside, and mid-way between the two modern 
shopping centres of Bradford and Preston. 


In June, Saturday 18th, came the flood. This accelerated 
the work on the drains and when the important scheme now in 
progress is completed, there should be no more repetitions of 
the regular floods which the town has experienced for years.

One worrying result of the flooding was the sudden 
infestation of rats, particularly at the refuse tip. This was 
promptly and effectively dealt with, using a double attack of 
the traditional method, followed by a more modern poison. 


It must be mentioned, with regret, that one maternal death 
occurred during 1964, the first in the Urban District for 
fifteen years. Deaths due to pregnancy and child birth are 
fortunately now very uncommon, and more than ever each is a 
tragedy and cause for local sorrow. On account of the 
infrequency, in any one area, one death gives a totally 
misleading picture, when produced statistically, particularly 
with a small total population, and low number of annual births. 


The reduction in maternal mortality throughout the country 
is another triumph of medicine. Up until only a matter of 
thirty years ago, the rate in Ingland and Wales had been steady 
at about 4.0 per 1,000 total births since the beginning of the 
century. Since 1935, there has been a reguiar annual decrease, 
due to such factors as the introduction of antibiotics, blood 
and plasma transfusions and increased hospital deliveries. The 
rate for England and Wales was 0.25 per total (live and still) 
births in 1964, 


Finally, I acknowledge with gratitude the continued fine 
work of Mr. Beaumont, your interest in Public Health, and the 
co-cperation of the staff of the Nelson Health Department.

The improvement in local industry which was a feature of the 
closing months of 1963, continued and intensified during 1964. 
Textiles, the major local industry, had a busy year with no short- 
time working. Other industries also maintained a high level of 
employment throughout the year. 
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A general trend in industry has been the introduction of a 
shorter working week and longer holidays. Retail distributors 
are also discussing the possibility of a five-day week, either 
by closing shops completely for two full days, or by staggering 
of hours, and it seems likely that this will happen in 1965.

Comments on Vital Statistics 


Population: 


_ The Registrar General's estimate of the population as 
4.660 was an increase of 40 on his estimate for the previous 
year. This was the second successive year that an increase 
was estimated, previous to that the last such increase was in 
1954. The latest figure was still 20 less than the 1960 
estimate. 
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This was not what is termed a natural increase of 
population as the number of deaths exceeded the number of live 
births by 13. In 1963 the figures were identical, and only once 
Since 1927, has there been a natural increase of population, and 
that was in 1942 when it amounted to 6. 


Live Births: 


The 65 live births registered in Barrowford was an increase 
of 2 on the number in the previous year and also the highest 
since 1960. The average annual number over the period 1959-1963 
inclusive was only 60, on account of the low figures of 49 in 
1961 and 54 in 1962. Over the seven years 1954-1960 inclusive 
the figure was 67. It would appear then that the 1964 figure is 
some-thing of a return to normal. 


Only one-fifth of the liwe births took place in Barrowford, 
which is rather less than usual. 


Like the number of births, the Crude Birth Rate of 15.9 per 
1000 population was also the highest since 1960. The average 
annual rate since then (1961-1963 inclusive), was 12.0 per 1000 
population. 


With no change in the Comparability Factor the Adjusted 
Live Birth Rate was 17.4 per 1000, the highest since 1957, and 
excluding that year the highest since 1950, the year a Comparability 
Factor for conversion of the Crude Birth Rate was first issued by 
the Registrar General. The National Birth Rate at 18.4 per 1000 
population and the highest since 1947, was 1.0 per 1000 in excess 
of the Barrowford rate. In comparison the Adjusted Live Birth 
Rate for the adjoining Borough of Nelson was 0.3 per 1000 
population higher than the National Rate. 


Stiil Births: 


As in the previous year there were 2 Still Births, and these 
gave Still Birth Rates of 29.9 per 1000 total (live and still) 
births and 0.43 per 1000 population, compared with 16.3 per 1000 
total births and 0.31 per 1000 population for England and Wales 
as a whole. 
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Deaths: 


There was also an increase in the number of deaths, the total 
of 78 being an increase of 15 on the previous year, but that year 
had the smallest number for twenty years. The annual average for 
1959-1964 inclusive was 77 deaths. 


The Crude Death Rate was 16.7 per 1000 population, an 
increase of 3.1 per 1000 on the rate for 1963, and incidentally 
exactly equal to the mean rate for the previous five years (1959- 
1963 inclusive). 


No alteration was made in the Comparability Factor and so the 
Adjusted Death Rate was 13.9 per 1000 population, am increase of 
2.6 per 1000 on the rate for 1963, although the rate for that year 
was abnormally low. The mean death rate for the five years 1959- 
1963 inclusive was 1.0 per 1000 higher than the 1964 rate. 


Tae National Death Rate for 1964 was 11.3 per 1000 population, 
or 2.6 per 1000 less than the Barrowford Adjusted Rate whilst the 
comparable rate for Neison was only 0.5 per 17000 less. 


Corenary Disease/Angina, fcr the third successive year, heads 
the list as principal cause of death, but on this occasion the 
‘place is shared with the number of deaths from Cancer of Various 
Sites, and Vascular Lesions of the Nervous System again takes 
second place. 


Deaths from Cancer totalled 15, an increase of 5 on the number 
registered in 1963 which gave a death rate from this cause of 3.22 
per 1000 population. This was the highest rate since 1959. It was 
aiso 1.01 per 1000 higher than the rate for England and Wales as a 
whole, and 0.87 per 1000 in excess of the cancer death rate for the 
Borough of Nelson. 


One third of the deaths were of persons over the age of 80 
years and 68% were of persons 70 years of age or over. 


From the monthly analysis November had the largest number of 
deaths, with 11 and a death rate of 2.36 per 1000 population. 
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Only 58% of the deaths actually occurred in Barrowford 
and of the remainder 27 took place in hospitals or nursing 
homes in the immediate locality, and 6 in hospitals outside 
the area of the local Hospital Management Committee, 


Infant Deaths; 


The one infant death gave an Infant Mortality Rate of 
15.4 per 1000 live births, a decrease of 16.3 per 1000 on . 
the 1963 rate and the lowest recorded since 1960, which was 
14.5 per 1000 live births. 


At 20.0 per 1000 live births the National Infant 
Mortality Rate was the lowest ever recorded. Neison'’s rate 
was 1.2 per 1000 greater. 


Néo-natal Deaths: 


There was ne neo-natai death as the only infant death 
was a child over the age of one month. 


Maternal Deaths: 


It is regrettable that one maternal death occurred 
during 1964 and this broke a continuous record of fifteen 
years without such a death. 


On account of the small number of deaths in the 
district this one death gave the very high Maternal Mortality 
Rate of 14.93 per 1000 total (live and still) births. 


The National rate was as low as 0.25 per 1000 total 
births.

WELFARE: OF. Tis _ AGED 


The Lancashire County Council as the Local Heaith Authority, 
is responsible for the care of the aged in their own homes. 


Your Council, supported by a Voluntary Aid Committee and by 
an arrangement between your Authority and the neighbouring Borough 
of Nelson, also provides a Welfare Scheme for the aged which is 
supplementary to that prowided by the County Council. 


This seheme prewides for one of the Welfare Workers employed 
by the Borough of Nelson to dewote her full-time to welfare of 
the aged in Barrowford. Her work, which consists of visiting the 
aged in their own homes, doing their shopping, collecting pensions 
and other errands, is greatly appreciated, and it is satisfactory 
to report that 5,615 wisits were made in this connection during 
the year. 


NATIONAL ASSISTANCE ACT, 1948 & 1957 SECTION 47 


No action was found to be necessary under this section 
during the year for the remowal to suitable premises of persons 
in need of care and attention. 
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TUBERCULOSIS SERVICE 


The Chest Clinic for the area is situated at the Marsden 
Hospital, Burnley, to which known, and suspected cases of 
Tuberculosis are referred by medical practitioners. Patients 
are alsc visited in their own homes by Health Visitors of the 
Lancashire County Council Health Division No. 6. The Health 
Visitors work in co-operation with the Chest Clinic and 
advise on the care and after care of patients.

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WATER SUPPLY 


The provision and supply of water to the Barrowford Urban 
District is the responsibility of the North Calder Water Board 
which was constituted on the 1st April, 1960, by the North 
Calder Water Board Order, 1960. Its purpose was the taking over 
on the ist October, 1960, of the constituent Councils’ water 
undertakings and exercising all the functions thereof within the 
area of supply as a singlé independent unit. 


Your authority elects one representative to the Board which 
consists of twelve members, each of whom must be a member of the 
constituent Council by whom he is elected. 


The Board's gathering grounds are situate on the west side 
of the valley on Pendle Hill and the Ogden and Blackmoss Valleys 
jeading therefrom; on the east side of areas around Bouldsworth 
and Emmott moors and the Coldwell Valley, and altogether cover 
some 5000 acres. 


There are five storage reservoirs with a total capacity of 
over 400,000,000 gallons; three compensation reservoirs and three 
service reservoirs with an approximate total capacity of 147,000,000 
gallons, making e total capacity of around 550,000,000 gallons. In 
addition there are two boreholes capable of supplying ower 1,000,000 
gallons per day for considerable periods. 


All the water is filtered and chiorinated before going into 
supply to an estimated population of 69,000 for domestic and 
Sanitary purposes. In addition something approaching 1,000,000 
gallons a day is supplied for manufacturing and trade purposes. 


During the year, 27 dwellinghouses formerly on private 
supplies and 19 newly erected dwellings were connected to the 
Board's Mains. There are now only 15 dwellings involwing 
approximately 41 people, which are still on private supplies on 
account of this distance from the mains. 
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Extensions to the water mains during the year involved 109 
yards to new dwellings and 411 yards to other development. 


It is estimated that 1893 dwellings now draw their water 
supplies from the Board's mains. There are, however, still 
something approaching 140 houses in the district which have not 
a fully satisfactory supply on account of difficulties arising 
from joint-service pipes. 


The water has no plumbo-solvent action and supplies during 
the year were satisfactory both as regards quantity and quality. 
Regular sampling of the water is carried out by the Board and 
194 samples of both raw water and the water going into supply 


were submitted to bacteriological examination and all but 3 were 


found to be satisfactory. Ail the 17 samples submitted for 
chemicai, examination were also satisfactory. 


DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE 


The whole of your area, with the exception of farms and a 


number of houses in the more rural parts, is drained and sewered, 


and there is a natural gravitation to the Sewage Works which are 
situate in the low-lying district to the south west of the area. 


The treatment consists of automatic screening, detritus tanks, 
settling tanks, percolating filters and humus tanks, the final 
effluent from the works being discharged into Pendle Water which 


‘flows past the Works. 


During the year the renewal cf recorder apparatus at the 
Sewage Works was completed and work was commenced on the renewal 
of mechanical screens. 


There were 20 dwellings connested to the sewerage system 
during the year, 19 of which were newly constructed.

Only 6 of the 8 factory chimneys in your district are in 
actual use and during the year 11 smoke observations were made 
on these, but no offence was committed as defined by the Dark 
Smoke (Permitted Periods) Regulations, 1958. 


No bye-laws have been made by your Council under Section 
24 of the Act. 


Whilst you have no Smoke Control Areas in your district 
at present, the Council decided that the Area of Clough Farm, 
which is to be developed, should be a Control Area. 


Two firms in the district have, as a result of 
representations made to them by your Surveyor and Public 
Health Inspector, improved the boiler furmace equipment of 
their factories which has resulted in a considerable improvement 
to the smoke emission therefrom. 


NOISE ABATEMENT ACT. 1960 


One complaint was investigated during the year. As a 
result of informal action taken, that is letters and visits 
to the factory a marked improvement resulted, and it was 
considered that the nuisance was abated. 


SWIMMING BATHS AND POOLS 


There are no public or privately owned swimming baths or 
pools open to the public in Barrowford. A Public Baths and an 
Open Air Swimming Pool both in the adjoining Borough of Nelson 
provide facilities available to and used by Barrowford 
residents. 


At both these establishments water from the public mains 
is used, and continuous filtration, operated at turn-over 
periods of 3 hours at the Public Baths and 6 hours at the Open 
Air Pool, is maintained. 
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DISINFES TATION 


No houses owned privately or by the local authority were 
found to require disinfestation during the year. 


When such treatment is necessary it is carried out by 
the local authority and Gammexane Formulation S.204, or 
Vermicine is used with satisfactory results. 


PREVENTION OF DAMAGE BY PESTS ACT, 1949 


Your Council employs one trained rodent operative on a 
part-time basis and prevides free a treatment service for 
dweilinghouses in your district, but a charge is made for 
other types of premises. 


Other treatments include the public sewers, the refuse 
tip and the river banks. A major infestation of rats on the 
tip was obwious following the floods which occurred in mid- 
summer, Special treatment, using zinc phosphide, was given 
resulting in excellent "takes", and a marked improvement. 
This was followed by treatment using Warfarin.

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HOUSING CONDITIONS 


The general standard of housing is good, most property 
being stone-built and of the terraced-type, of good 
construction and of reasonably good condition. 


There is, however, something approaching 10% of cold 
property, a large proportion of which is of the back-to- 
back type. 


Some demand does exist for small dwellings for one or 
two persons, but there is no shortage of houses generally, 
nor is there any difficulty in providing suitable sites for 
new houses in your district, 19 having been completed by 
private enterprise during the year. 


The 20 flats (8 for 1 person and 12 for 2 persons) 


contemplated by your Council at the time of my last report 
are now under construction.

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FOOD ADULTERATION, ETC. 


Under the Food and Drugs Act, 1955, the formal sampling 
of milk and other foods in Barrowford is the responsibility of 
the Lancashire County Council as the Food and Drugs Authority.

CLEAN FOOD CAMPAIGNS 


Your Authority adopted Byelaws fer the Handling of Food, 
ete. in 1950 and general inspections of food premises were 
carried out during the year, but otherwise no special action 
was taken in connection with Clean Food Campaigns. 
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Only 22 notifications were received of infectious or other 
notifiable diseases and 20 of those were measles, the others 
being a dysentery and a respiratory tuberculosis. 


Compared with former years, the incidence rates generally 
of infectious diseases are quite low, but those in Barrowford 
during 1964 were even lower than average. 


Case rates for certain infectious and other notifiable 
diseases for England and Wales, Nelson and Barrowford during the 
year are shown in the table on page 53. 


Ne death occurred from any notifiable disease. 


In addition to the new case of tuberculosis notified 

during the year, two more cases were added to the register by 
reason of being transferred in from other areas. These were a 
female respiratery patient and a male non-respiratory patient. 
Also there were two patients both respiratory cases, whose names 
were removed from the register, one having left the district and 
the other died, so that at year-end the state of the register 

was 14 patients; 6 males and 6 females, respiratory patients, and 


a 


1 male and * femaie non-respiratory patients. 


Hospital accommodation for patients suffering from infectious 
and other notifiable diseases, except smallpox, is provided, when 
requested, by the Burnley and District Hospital Management 
Committee at the Marsden Hospital, Burnley. In the event of 
accommedation not being available arrangements are made through 
the Bed Bureau for the admissicn of the patient to an isolation 
hospital under the control of a neighbouring Hospital Management 
Committee. No patients were admitted during the year. 


Enquiries concerning patients suffering from certain 
infectious or other notifiable diseases, the supplying of free 
disinfectant in these cases and the terminal disinfection of 
rooms and bedding, etc. is carried out by the staff of the Public 
Health Department, Nelson, in accordance with the agreement 
between the two authorities. 
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However, in the light of current knowledge, the 
disinfection of rooms, bedding and personal clothing is 
generally not carried out. If deemed necessary or specially 
requested, formalin spray or vapour is the method used for 
rooms, but for articles of clothing and bedding for steam 
disinfection, arrangements are made with the County Borough 
of Burnley, to do the work on a payment basis as and when 
required.
